Illinois is covered with buyers from 
Boston and New York. 
The repre- 


sentatives of the largest egg house in 
Boston is visiting all of the small sta- 
tions in southern Illinois. 
I had a 


man there but the Boston fellow is 
putting the price so high that I shall 
send a man to Tennessee to buy eggs 
there. 
There is a dealer down in 


Montgomery county who has always 
sold me his eggs and was willing to 
take the market price here. 
I made 


him a bid today and he wired me that 
if I would bicl 15J cents per dozen I 
could have his stock. 
I didn't bid." 
The receipts at Decatur are gradual- 


ly getting heavieiv but if all of them 
were acceptable.''packing stock there 
would not be more than the amount 
that the packers need. 
Fully 25 per, 
cent of the eggs are1 marked by the 
muddy feet of the hen and that bars 
them from storage. 
There are so 
many of them marked that they are 
more than this market can consume 
and they are shipped east for immedi- 
ate consumption. 
"Dirties" in the egg 


market are always at a discount. 
The 
less that the shipper suffers on that 
stock he figures against the stock that 
goes into storage. 
The conditions are 


now such that when all of the ex- 
penses are considered there are eggs 
ftom this section going into storage 
at New York city that will have to 
sell next fall at twenty centsjper doz- 
en for their owners to get out their 
actual cost. 
Last fall, early, 
there 
were eggs .sold out of storage at a 
profit when > the price, was 18 cents. 
Unless there is soon a big tumble in 
the price that cannot be done this 
season,

P. LOEB IS DEAD 


Pneumonia Claim* One of Decatur's 
Molt Respected Citizens After 
. 
Short Illness. 


NEWS WAS A DISTINCT SHOCK. 


Few of His Acquaintances Knew His 


Conditions Was Serious. 


Peter Loeb died at 4:30 o'clock Mon- 


day afternoon at his home, 300 Prairie 
svenue. 
His death was due to an at- 


tack of pneumonia and he was ill only 
four days. 
But ver; few of Mr. Loeb's friends 


even knew that he was 111 and the an- 
nouncement of his death came as a 
great surprise and shock. He has been 
about the city during the first part of 
last week and seemed to be in partic- 
ularly good health, in fact during the 
past few days had said that he was 
quite well all winter. 
He was a stur- 


dy fobust man for one of his age, was 
always very active and had been ill 
but little during his lifetime. 
Went Home III. 
Last Thursday Mr. Loeb arose as us- 
ual and alter eating a 'hearty break- 
fast came down town. 
During the 


forenoon he went home and was not 
feeling well and at noon he retired to 
his room. 
At first he was not thought 


to be seriously ill, but it was soon 
seen by the physicians that he had 
pneumonia and Saturday night he grew 
worse. 
Sunday he was delirious most 


of the time, but until then no alarm 
had been. felt. 
Even during the last 
two days he was alive he showed much 
strength and those attending him had 
difficulty in* keeping him in his room 


he wanted to be up and moving 


about. 
' 


Widely Known. 
The death of Mr.1 Loeb removes one 


of the prominent citizens of Decatur. 
In the business world he was widely 
known in,this and other cities, having 
for many years been proprietor of the 
Lceb foundry. 
His name was one 


known to most everyone in the city 
and he had a large personal acquaint- 
ance in the city among different class- 
es of people. 
Many expressions of regret 
were 


heard last night when it became known 
that Mr. Loeb had died. 


Native of Germany. 
Mr. Loeb was a native of Germany. 


He was born June 20, 1840, at Sibers- 
baugh, near Bingen in Prussia. 
H'e 


came to this country with his parents 
In 1852 and the family settled at New- 
ark, N. J., where they remained one 
year and then went to Dayton, O. 


At Dayton Mr. Loeb was engaged in 
the foundry business and in 1876 he 
came to Decatur. 
In March 1863 he was married at 


Dayton, O., to Miss Caroline S. Wood- 
man, who survives him. 
A sister, 


Mrs. McCarthy, of Xenla, O., and a 
brother, Jacob Loeb, of Dayton, also 
survive. 


Success In Business. 
In a business way Mr. Loeb wag a 


self made man and he was a highly 
successful one. 
He learned the foun- 
dry business by beginning at the bot- 
tom as a mpulder and worked his way 
up. 
At Dayton he was engaged in 


the foundry business and he came to 
Decatur to -do the foundry work for 
the Haworth factory for a period of 
ten years. 
He expected probably to 
return to Dayton at the end of that 
time but he remained in Decatur ever 
since. 
The foundry' was located in 
the 
same block with the Haworth factory 
on Cerro Gordo street and the work 
for the Haworth plant, which at that 
time had many castings to be made, 
gave the foundry a start. 
For many 
years It was a highly successful con- 
cern and Mr. Loeb as its owner and 
manager made a large fortune. 


Retired From Business. 


In 1886 the Loeb Foundry /Company 
was incorporated with Mr. Loeb as 
president and Henry L. Matthews as 
secretary and treasurer. 
The build- 
Ing now used by the Sattley plant was 
built by this corporation. 
Mr. Loeb, 


however, was interested in the Incor- 
porates company in a small way only. 
He held a little stock and his name was 
used and he was connected with it for 
the purpose of assisting in the incor- 
poration of the company more than 
anything else. 
For some years past 


he has been retired from business life 
entirely and has devoted his time to 
looking after his buildings. ^ 


Owned Miich Property. 
Mr Loeb owned 
much 
valuable 


property in Decatur and !»« *>ne » 
godd deal In the way of buiming. 
He 
was the oivner tff the Loeb Time block 
at the corner of Water and North 
streets in which is located the furni- 
ture store, and also the *em»%0Poe*t 
adjoining ott 
" the south.- 
Both ot 


these buildings he erected «» «*»,J« 
the Armory building on North stieet 
which was built originally for the 
knitting factory. 
*He owned other 


property in the city.

A strange, thing happened the last, 


time Mr. Loeb was down town.

tulked with the janitor employed at 
his buildings tod took the man all over 
his property showing him all about 
it and telling the janitor just what he 
owned in the way of property. 
His 


Idea was evidently that 
some 
one 


should know .about his property as 
well as himself, but probably with lit- 
tle idea that such knowledge would so 
soon be needed. 


War Veteran. 
Mr. Loeb was a veteran of the civil 


war. 
He enlisted in the First Ohio 


infantry and in the second day s fight 
of the battle of 
Bull Run in Vir- 
ginia he was wounded. 
He .served two 


years in the federal army, but he never 
boasted or talked of his own war rec- 
ord and but few of his friends knew 
that he had served in the army. 


Mr. Loeb was a prominent member 


of Beaumarioir Commandery No. 9. 
Knights Templar. 
He joined 
the 


Masonic fraternity in Ohio and when 
he came to this city he transferred his 
membership. 
He also Joined the K. 


ot P. and Odd 
Fellow 
lodges in 


Ohio. 


Hit .Personality. 


Mr. Loeb personally was a man of 


such a make up that he was best liked 
by those who knew him well. He never 
crowded himself upon anyone and was 
d.gnlfied In his manner and by those 
vho did not know.him he might have 
been supposed to be 
Indifferent to 
others, but those who enjoyed his ac- 
quaintance knew him to be a pleas- 
ant and agreeable person to meet. 


Mr Loeb was a well informed man 


and took interest in most everything 
that occurred arid was a good talker. 
He knew many persons in 
different 


stages of Ufa and to all of his friends 
he had a kindly word and to those who' 
wanted advice he gave it freely and 
It was good advice. 
He was a man of excellent Judgment. 


He. was regarded as a splendid busi- 
ness man and this was shown by his 
successful career. 
He wus a substan- 


tial man and his ideas and opinions 
were always considered as being those 
oC a conservative, far sighted and lev- 
el headed business man. 


M,-. Loeb took Interest in local af- 


fairs. 
He always investigated for 


his own satisfaction the public im- 
provements and wanted to see the best 
improvements made In the city. 


Mr. Loeb served for some years as 


a member of the park commission of 
Decatur and was a valuable man In 
that capacity. 
He gave a great deal 


of his time to the woik and wanted to 
see the city beautified. 
In the business success and 
pro- 
gress of his tenants and friends 
Mr. 


Loeb was interested and her was a pub- 
lic spirited man to a degree greater 
than the ordinary. 
Altogether 
Mr. 


Loeb was a model citizen whose ab- 
sence will be felt.

THE WHEAT IS LOOKING WELL. 


Springfield, 111., March 31—The cold 


est period occurred on, the 3 and 4, 
•when the minima near 
zero 
was 


recorded in the central and the north- 
ern districts. 
The cold spell was of 


short duration, and no material dam- 
age ensued. 
Another period of abnor- 


mally cold weather obtained on the 
26th and 27th. 
The warmest period 


was about the 22nd, when a maximum 
of 76 degrees and above, was recorded 
In the southern and/ 65 degrees and 
above in the northern district. 


Precipitation was considerably above 


the seasonal average and was well dis- 
tributed throughout the month. 
In 


the southern, district the rainfall was 
excessive the latter part of the month. 
The following toirential 24 hour falls 
were 
recorded' 
Olney, 
Bichland 


county, 6.30 inches; DuBols, Wash- 
ington county, 6.79 inches; Mt. Car- 
mel, 
Wabash county, 6.40 Inches. The 


correspondent at Mt. Carm«l reports 
the 24 hour fall to have been the hea- 
viest since 1877. 
The flood situation had 
assumed 


dangerous proportions at the end of 
the month, and general Inundation en- 
sued in the lowlands. 


The stoi m on the 26th was of unus- 


ual severity, high winds destroying 
considerable property in many locali- 
ties. 
The condition of wheat shows decid- 


ed improvement. 
In the northern and 


central districts the outlook is uni- 
formly promising, In the southern dls- 
tiict where adverse conditions have 
obtained since sowing, thp plant has 
been revived and begins to show near- 
ly average development. 


Rye Is in a thrifty stage, and all re- 


ports indicate a promising outlook. 


The season is very backward and the 


soil too wet for spring plowing. 
A 


few fields have been sown with oats, 
but the operation has been generally 
delayed on account of rains. 
A con- 


siderable proportion of the corn crop 
in the northern district has been fed 
or sold. 
In the central district much 


remains in the hands of farmers. Many 
Complaints are made of bad condition. 
The grain is soft and damp, and muah 
loss has ensued from! spoiling in crib. 
Anxiety is expressed relative to the 
vitality of the seed. 
Pastures and meadows are .generally 


very promising.

There is a church, but this is 


seldom loaned for any meeting of a 
public or political 
nature and 
the 


school house Is located at the edge 
ot the town and Is not always obtain- 
able. 
. A town hull to a village or a town- 
ship is a more important 
building 


than most persons in the city imagine. 
It serves the same purpose as the court 
house does in Decatur for all uses- aside 
from the regular court business. 
In 


the-town hall the elections, primaries, 
public and 
political meetings of all 


kinds are held and it la frequent In 
need and is often used. 


The people of Sou'th 
Wheatland 


township have for some time past felt 
the need of such a place and 
now 


there seems to be quite a 
general 


move for the establishment ol' a build- 
Ing of that kind. 
There would be no 


trouble about raising the money for 
the erection of a town hall In Elwin as 
there Is plenty of aoin in South Wheat- 
land but-the only Idea now Is to. do the 
thing in a legal way.

the gieatest vlctois those who have 
looked facts, whether they smiled or 
frowned, steadily in the face. If, then, 
sham and pretence are so much to be 
shunned in the intercourse of private 
life, how infinitely more important is 
It to know as they really are, the men 
to whom the fate of the country IB to 
be entrusted. But we cannot hope to 
know such men from the narratives or 
the criticisms of others. 
The only 


sure authority is the man himself if 
he be at once honest and fearless. The 
biographer may flatter, the political 
friend may paint the portrait all in 
rose, and the political 
enemy may 


draw It In unrelieved shadow with the 
blackest charcoal, but there can be 
nc mistake about what the man him- 
self has said. In this case we may 
read the speeches hers panted wfth 
the profound assurance that whether 
wo agree with the opinions expressed 
or not, the man who uttered them meant 


exactly what he said because he is 
both honest and fearless. In the clear 
note which carries the conviction of 
absolute truth, in the accent of pro- 
found sincerity lies one of the great 
attributes of the highest 
eloquence, 


but far more important here than any 
quality of oratory Is the fact that the 
words and the thoughts they embody 
enable those who read to understand 
the man who speaks them." 


ROOSEVELT'S COURAGE. 


Jacob Riis, who is writing President 


Roosevelt's biography, sayjs in the Out- 
look that when Roosevelt was asked 
to interfere in the coal strike, he had 
misgivings that it would be his po- 
litical death warrant. He studied long 
over the problem and then said gloom- 
ily: "I suppose It ends me, but I will 
do It." 
Contrary 
to his feats and 


against all the expectations of his 
friends, the movement was a popular 
one. 
So, too, in the case of the North- 


ern Securities merger, he had misgiv- 
ing as to the result. The people, how- 
ever, have nobly sustained him and it 
shows that In this country a man may 
live up to 
his 
highest convictions 


•without fear. A weak man would have 
given way and sought to evade his 
duty, but Roosevelt is made of sterner 
stuff. 
And 
this fact stands that 


when all previous presidents had fal- 
tered in dealing with the trusts, Roose- 
velt and Roosevelt alone, appreciating 
the magnitude of the evil and feeling 
the necessity for making the law su- 
prerrfl, boldly compelled the trusts to 
bow to the majority of that law, which 
under previous administrations, they 
had flouted and condemned. Many men 
have fought these Illegal combinations 
at a distance Roosevelt, and Roose- 
velt alone, has grappled with them 
at close range .and has compelled them 
to respect the authority of the courts. 


EDISON'S START. 


Thomas A. Edison not long ago told 


a friend the story of his first acquaint- 
ance with any big sum of money, says 
Success. 
It was when he was strug- 


gling with his earlier Inventions, and 
he had about ai clear an idea of the 
value of a bank check as the man in the 
moon. He had finally sold his patent 
on the gold and stock indicator to the 
Western Union 
Telegraph 
company 


and had called at Its office to close 
the deal. After a. few pielimlnarles he 
v^as given a check for $40,000. He eyed 
it curiously and appeared to be puzzled 
^hat to flo with it Obseiving his per- 
plexity, General Lefferts, then presi- 
dent of the Western Union, told him 
that, If he would go to the Bank of 
America In Wall street, he could get 
tbp cash on his check. 


"So I started," said Edison, "after 


carefully folding up the check, and 
went toward Wall street. So uncertain 
r. as I In regard to that way of doing 
business that I thought Willie on the 
way that, If any man should come up 
to me and offer me two crisp thous- 
and dollar bills for that piece of paper 
I would give him the check very quick- 
ly." 


On his arrival at the Bank of Amef- 


loa, he half-tremblingly 
shoved h^ 


check out to the cashier. The latter 
scrutinized it closely, 
gave him a 


piercing glance, and said something 
which Edison, being hard of heailng 
failed to undeistand. That was enough 
He was fully convinced that his check 
was not worth 
J40.000, 
and again 


thought, as he rushed out of the bank, 
that any man who would give him 
$2,000 for !t could have it. He hurried 
buck to the office of the Western Un- 
lor and said he could not get any 
rroney. A clerk was sent to the bank 


him to identify him. 


"This man," said the clerk, "Is Mr, 


Thomas A. Edison, to whose order the 
check Is drawn," 


"Why 
certainly, Mr. Edison," said 


the cashier; "how would you like to 
your money—in what shape?" 


"Oh, 
any way to suit the bank, it 


doesn't make any difference to me 
so long as I get the money." 


Edison was given 140,000 in large 


bills. After dividing the roll into two 
wads of $20,000 each, he stuffed one 
into each trouseis' pocket, and made 
all speed out of Wall street. The next 
aay he began work on his first labor- 
atory In New York.

The annual town 
meeting will be 


held in each of the township of the 
county April 6, the day of the town- 
ship election and it on this occasion 
of the town meeting that the levy of 
township taxes is made for each town- 
ship. 


Ihis an Important matter as it must 
e 
1 done properly or in some cases the 
tax payors can get out of paying and 
as a matter of fact the levies are sel- 
dom made correctly. 


The individual tax payers do not pay 


Tiuch attention to the tax levies They 
object if the taxes seeml high or if 
rot they pay and say nothing and but 
few of the ordinary tax payers know 
anything about how the levies 
made 


It Is different 
however with the 


railroads They scrutinize closely the 
tax rate in every township through 
which their property runs and where 
they must pay taxes and if the rate in 
^ township approaches the limit they 
make an Investigation. 
The railroad tax lawyers will to to 


the town clerk of the particular town- 
ship where the levies seem high and 
will ask to se4 the 
minutes of the 


clerk This they have a right to do. 
The minutes 
will in all probability 
show that some citizen moved that a 
certain sum be levied lor township 
purposes and will no,t specify how the 
money ig to be used In this case the 
railroad can protest and need not 
pay the township tax for that parti- 
cular township The Individual has the 
same right as the railroad in the mat- 
ter In fact where such a record 1* 
made on the minutes of the town meet- 
Ing all of the tax payer* could pro- 
test against paying the township tax 
which with the state, county anrl other 
taxes goes to make of the general tax- 
es paid 


The pdlnt is that it Ig highly impor- 


tant that the clerks of the township 
make out the minutes of the town 
meeting correctly. The law provides 
that these record* must show the total 
sum to be levied for township pur- 
poses and then go Into detail and must 
further state that a certain amount is 


the recor ds shall show\ exactly what 
the township wants the money for so 
that them Is no danger of it being used 
unlawfully. 


Many of the town clerk* are negll- . 
gent about making records complete In 
this way and when they simply state ' 
In the minutes of the town meeting 
the total sum levied they are running 
a chance of the township not getting 
some of the township tax. 


The officials in the county clerk'* 


office sav that thl» Is an Important 
matter which, is often overlooked by 
the town clerks and they should be 
careful to comply with the law to 
that them is no 
chance for further 
trouble.
